Agreed Statement of Facts. 

It is hereby agreed between the District of Columbia and the de¬ 
fendant, W illiam B. Kraft, that the following statement of facts 
may be considered by the court as having been offered in evidence 
duly proven and to have the same force and effect as if credible wit¬ 
nesses had duly testified thereto under oath, both parties reserving 
the right to object to the relevancy or materiality of any of said 
facts so agreed upon: 

defendant, \V illiam B. Kraft, is the managing officer of the 
Economy Co-operative Society, a private corporation organized under 
the laws of the State of Virginia June 30, 1908, by residents of the 
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District of Columbia. Said Society operates only in the District of 
Columbia and several small towns adjacent thereto in Maryland, 
and the defendant conducts its business therein in accordance with 
its charter, by-laws, contracts, discount vouchers, membership cards, 
directory and general plan, as hereinafter appears. The defendant 
is not engaged in any other business. 

On the 29th day of July, 1909, the defendant, on behalf of said 
Society, entered into contract with A. Buehler, a merchant doing 
business in the City of Washington, District of Columbia, as fol¬ 
lows: 


“Memorandum of Agreement.

“This agreement by and between the Economy Co-operative 
Society, Incorporated, party of the first part, and A. Buehler, deal¬ 
ing in groceries, meats and vegetables, located at 2224 H 
3 Street, Northwest, in the City of Washington, D. C., party 
of the second part. 

“Witnesseth: That in consideration of the party of the first part 
procuring for the party of the second part, cash customers for mer¬ 
chandise, the party of the second part agrees to purchase discount 
vouchers from the party of the first part, at the rate of $3.50 per M, 
and to give the said vouchers to said purchasers at the rate of one 
(1) voucher for each l(ty purchase. 

“The party of the second part further agrees that he will not give 
the said vouchers to any purchaser, who is not a bona fide member 
of the Economy Co-operative Society. 

“The party of the first part agrees to print in the Directory of the 
Society, merchant's name, address and place of business, and to 
further redeem the said vouchers in cash at rate of 2 per cent or 
in merchandise, according to the By-laws of the Society. This 
agreement to remain in effect one (1) year from the date hereof. 

“In witness whereof, we have hereunto set our hands and seals 
this twenty-ninth day of July, A. D. 1908.

stock; to change, alter or amend any provisions of its charter in any 
wav prescribed by law, and all rights conferred to the stockholders 
herein are granted subject to corporations by or to corporations or¬ 
ganized under this Act, and all express, implied, and incidental 
powers conferred upon corporations by the existing laws of Virginia, 
so far as not in conflict with this Act and by all Acts hereafter passed 
amendatory thereof or supplemental thereto.

Section 5 The merchandise kept on display at the office of the 
Corporation shall be purchased from the members of the Co-oper¬ 
ative Society or the merchants who distribute the discount vouchers, 

whenever such purchases can be made without loss to the Corpora 
tion ” F 


Any person can become a member of the Economy Co-Operative 
Society. The dues are 25 cents per annum and a membership card 
is issued to each person joining the Society. 

Any person who desires to may co-operate with the Society by 
purchasing its discount vouchers at $3.50 per thousand, under an 
agreement similar to the one hereinbefore set out. 

Members of the Society are required to display their membership 
cards to the merchants before the cash discount vouchers will be 
issued to them. 

One voucher is issued with every 10 cent cash purchase. 

At the Society's office a membership book is kept in which 
12 is recorded the name and address of each and every member 
and the date on which he or she joined the Society. 

The discount vouchers are redeemable at the office of the Society 
in any quantity from 5 upwards, in actual cash, and at their face 
value, viz., 2 mills each. 

The defendant, on behalf of the Economy Co-Operative Society 
maintains at said Society's office a display of merchandise, bought 
largely from the merchants who are co-operating with the Society 
(in accordance with Article IV Section 5 of the By-Laws) which 
merchandise the members of the Society have the privilege of pro- 
2—2115a 
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curing in exchange for the discount vouchers, in lieu of the cash 
to which said discount vouchers entitle them. This merchandise is 
purchased by the Society in large quantities, at wholesale prices, and 
is exchanged for the discount vouchers on the basis of the actual cost 
thereof, in accordance with the provisions of section 3, Article IV 
of the Society’s By-laws. There is attached to each article of mer¬ 
chandise a tag on which is printed the number of vouchers in ex¬ 
change for which the article can be obtained. The merchandise kept 
on display is of such variety that an article can be obtained for any 
number of vouchers, from one to fourteen thousand. 

The membership fees collected, being 25 cents per annum from 
each person who joins the Society, are kept separate and apart from 
the monev obtained through the sale of discount vouchers. This 
membership-fee-fund is charged only with the commissions paid to 
agents for procuring new members and whatever surplus then re¬ 
mains is returned to the members of the Society by way of dividends, 
in accordance with Section 4, Article IV of the* Society’s By-laws 
The following dividends from this fund have been declared to the 
members of the Society: January 1, 1909, six cents; April 27 1909 
six cents; July 19, 1909, three cents; September 4, 1909, three cents! 
October 4, 1909, four cents. 

13 Proceeds from the sale of vouchers to merchants are ex- 

pended in redeeming the cash discount vouchers, purchasing 
merchandise, for rent, clerk hire, and other necessary expenses of 
the Society, and any surplus that may remain is to be distributed 
to the stockholders of the Society, as distinguished from the mem¬ 
bers of the Society, by way of dividends. Members have no right 
to such dividends. No such dividend has as yet been declared. 

nM The J; apital stock tllc Economy Co-Operatfve Society is $10 000 
llie officers are David Rothschild, President; Wallace J Hill Vice 
President; William B. Kraft, Secretary, Treasurer and General 
Manager. Ihese officers and H. S. Berliner are all of the stock¬ 
holders and are all permanent residents of the District of Columbia. 

The defendant, on behalf of the Economy Co-Operative Society 
has been engaged in said business in the District of Columbia con- 
t nuously since the iOth day of July, 1908 Between that date and 
October 1, 1909, 8,09o,000 discount vouchers have been sold to 
merchants at $3.50 per thousand. Of said discount vouchers so 
sold, the Society has redeemed 344,000 for cash and 5,372 000 in 
exchange for articles of merchandise which were kept*on display 
at the Society’s office. F J 

Neither the defendant nor the said Society is engaged in the 
business of selling goods, wares or merchandise; they sell the dis¬ 
count vouchers to the merchants and exchange merchandise for said 
vouchers when requested to do so by members of the Society The 
stock of merchandise maintained at the office of the Society is not 
held for sale, but simply for the purpose of exchanging same for 
the discount vouchers, in lieu of cash, when so desired by the mem¬ 
bers presenting vouchers. 

It is agreed that neither party shall take any advantage of the 
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absence of the contracting merchant a- a party defendant in this 
proceeding.
